T HAT the Science of Masonry is the moft ancient 
in the World ^annot be in the leaftdifputed 5 it was 
pra^ifed in the earliefts Ages, and its fundamental 
Rules have been handed down, from Time to Time, with t!^ e 
greateft Care by our Forefathers. Its Foundation is fixed on 
the Bafis of V.rtue, and the grand Principles are Brotherly 
Love, Relief, and Truth to each other, and Univerfal Benevo¬ 
lence to Human Society in general. It has been countenan¬ 
ced by the Wife and Great in all Ages and Nations ; Empe* 
tors, Kings and Nobles have at all Times honoured this So¬ 
ciety with their peculiar Patronage and Protedion, and thought 
it no Difgrace to call the meaneft Members, Brethren and Fel~ 
lows. 

The various Attempts of late to defcribe and publifh to the 
World, Accounts, of the Antiquity, Rife, Progrefs, and 
chief Intent of this Noble Science, have come far fhort of the. 
End propofed \ for, by picking out here and there a Trifle, and 
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Blending it with Matters no way relative to the Subject, the’ 
Readers are bewildered in their Refearches, while the Art it- 
lelf gains Difcredit and Ridicule, by being reprefented,. in thefe 
perplexed and inaccurate Accounts,* as a Parcel of Abfurdity 
and Nonfenfe.- . 

To obviate and clear up fuch Reproaches and falfe Conclu- 
Cons, and to (hew that the Bajis of Free-Masonry is Wis¬ 
dom ; its Shaft , Strength and its Chapiter , Beauty;. 
will be the Author’s chief Defign ; for which Purpofe he has 
drawn together and arranged every Part, from the beft-received 
Teftimonies and authentic Records preferred in all the regular- 
ly-conftituted Lodges in the World, in fuch a M^anner as to 
be of the utmoft U(e to all the Brotherhood ; and will at the 
fame Time not only ferve as a Pocket Companion to every Free - 
Mafon , who is not thoroughly acquainted with the Manner of 
performing his Doty in a'Lodge, but alfo improve hitxH in the^ 
Le&ures ufed in each Degree ; by perufing which He will foon 
become an ufeful Member, and'be an Ornament to the Society. 

From this general Account of his Defign, he iiow proceeds 
to the Hiftory and Foundation of the Crafty with* all the Or¬ 
ders and Charges originally belonging to iu 

Tha Hiftory* and Antient Conftitutions , Ordersandt 
Charges of Free and Accepted Mafons ~ 

\Extratted from an Original Record.] 

T HE. Might of the Father in Heaven, and the Wifdom 
of the glorious Son, through the Grace of the Holy 
Ghoft, be with us, and gracioufly govern us in our living, 
that, we may come to his Klifs that never fliall end. Amen.. 

Good Brethren, 

It is our Purpofe to acquaint you after what Manner this 
worthy Craft of Masonry was begun; and afterwards how 
it was kept up, and encouraged by worthy Kings .and Princes, 
and by many other Worfhipful Men. 

Likewifc to thofe that are here,, we charge by the Charges 
that belong to every Free-Mason to keep ; for, in Truth, 
Free-Masonry is worthy to be kept well; it is a worthy 
Craft, and a curious Science. 

There are feven liberal Sciences; of winch feven it is one* 
ar.d the Names of them are as follow : 

1. Grammar which teaches us to write and fpeak properly,. 

2 . —Rhetoric y 
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—2. 'Rhetoric ; which teaches us to fpeak in fair and foft 
Terms.—3. Logick ; by which we learn to diftinguifli Truth 
from Falfehood,—4. Arithmetic ; which (hews us to reckon 
or count all manner of Numbers.—5. Geometry ; this teaches 
the Menfuration of Lines, Superficies, Solids, &c. and this 
Science is the Bafis of Masonry.—6. Mufic ; which teaches 
the Proportions,. Harmony, and Difcords of Sounds, &c.—7. 
AJlronomy\ which teacheth'the Motions of the Luminaries, 
Planets, &c. and how to meafure their Magnitudes, and de¬ 
termine their Diftances*. 

. The Rife of this Science was before Noah's Flood. In the 4th 
Chapter of Genefts it is faid there was a man named La?nech y 
who had two Wives named Adah and Zillah ; by Adah he be¬ 
gat two Sons, Jabal and Jubal ; by Zillah he begat one Son, 
called Naamab. Thefe Children found out the Beginning of 
all the Crafts in the World : Jabal found out Geometry ; he 
divided Flocks of Sheep, and built the firfl: Houfe of Timber 
and Stone.— Jubal found out the Art of Mufic ; and was the 
Father of all thofe who handled the Harp.— Tubal Cain was 
the Inftru&erof all Artificers in Iron andBrais ; and his Daugh¬ 
ter difeovered the Craft of Weaving. 

Thefe perfons kn.ew well that God would take Vengeance 
for Sin either by Fire or Water; wherefore they wrote the 
Sciences they had found out on two Pillars, that they might 
be found after Noah’s Flood.—One of the Pillars was Marble, 
which could not be burnt by Fire ; and the other Pillar named 
Eatemes, which would not fink in water. 

In the next Place we Ihali inform you after what Manner 
thefe Pillars were found, on which the Sciences were en¬ 
graved.— Hermes y who.lived Anno Mundi .2076, in the Reign 
of Ninus y found one,of them. He was the firfl: that left off 
Aftrology* to fearch into the Wonders of nature ; he proved 
there was 'but one God, and divided the Day into twelve 
flours; be was thought to be the firfl: who divided the Zodiack 
into twelve Signs; was Counfellor to Ofyris King of Egypt y 
and is reported to have invented Writing and Hieroglyphics, 
and alfo drew up the firfl: Laws of the Egyptians . 

In the Year of the World 18 jo, at the bu Tiding of Babylon , 
Majonry was in fuel) great Efieem, that Nimrod , King of 

* From what is faid above we learn, that thefe Seven Sciences are contained tin¬ 
ker that of Geometry, which teacheth the Menfuratior., Po i Vcra' ; o'n, or Weight of 
every Thing in anu upon the Earth.

.. Babylon , 
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Habylon* was a Mafon himfelf $ and when the City of Niniveby 
and other Eeftern Cities were to be built, Nimrodknt feveral 
Mafons, at'the Defire of his Coufin the Kingol Niniveb, and 
gave them the following Charge: That they fhould be true 
to one another, and that they fhould ferve the Lord truly 
€i for their Pay, fo that their Matter might have Honour, and 
all that belonged unto him ;” and feveral other Charges he 
gave them. This was the firft Time that ever a Mafon had 
any Charge of his Craft. 

When Abraham and Sarah went into Egypt , to teach the 
Egyptians , A . M . 2084, he had a Scholar whofe Name was 
Hermes ; and in his Days the .Lords and Eftates of the Realm 
had fo many Sons, that they had no competent Livelihood to 
find their Children ; on which they confulted with the King 
of the Country, how they might provide for their Children 
honeftly, but could find no good Way; and proclaimed it 
through all the Land, that if there were any Man who could 
inform them, he fhould come unto them, and be well rewarded 
for his Travel. On this Hermes faid; “ If you will give me 
*‘your Children to govern, I will teach them one.of the 
€C feven Sciences, by following which they may liv.e honeftly 
as Gentlemen fhould, on Condition that I may have power 
^ to rule them, as the Science ought to be ruled.” Upon 
which the King and Cougcil granted and fealed his Com- 
jnifiion. And then this Hermes took to him thefe Lords Sons, 
and taught them the Science of Geometry, to work in Stone 
all Manner of Work, that belongeth to the building of 
Churches, Temples Towers, Cattles, &c. and like wife gave 
them a Charge in the following Manner : 

1. That they fhould be true to the King, and to the Lord 
that they ferved, and to the Fellowfhip whereunto they are 
admitted ; that they fhould call each other Fellow, or Brother, 
and not Servant or Knave, nor any other foul Name; and 
that they fhould truly deferve their Pay of the Loid or Matter 
pf the Work they ferved. 

2. That they fhould order the wifeft of them to be Matter 
pf the Work; and, neither for Loye, Riches, nor Favour, 
to fet another that,hath but little Cunning to be Matter of the 
^Lord’s Work, whereby the Lord fhould be evil ferved, and 
they afhamed ; and alfo that they fhould call the Governor of 
the Work, Matter, in the Time that they work with him. 

And many other Charges he gave them; and ail thefe 
Charges he made them* fwear to keep by an Oath ; he alfo or¬ 
dained for them a reafonable Pay, by which they might live 
fcpneftly; and alfo that they fhould affemble together once in 

every 
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every Year, to confult how they might work beft to ferve the 
Lord for hi* Profit, and to their own Credit; and to correct 
within themfelves thofe that had been guilty of a Trefpafs a- 
gainft the Craft, 

Thus wasrthe Craft grounded there; aud Euclid gave it the 
Name of Geometry ; and it is now called Mafonry . 

A* M\ 2472. Sithence, long Time after, when * the ChikU 
ren of Ifrael were come into Jehu, which is now called Jeru* 
falemj King David began the Temple of the Lord, or the 
Temple of Jerufalem ; and he had a great Refpeft for Mafons % 
and he gave them good Pay, and feveral Charges after the 
Manner of thofe given in Egypt* 

When King David died, Solomon fent to Hiram King of 
Tyre , for an expert Workman, named Hiram Abiff , the Sonr 
of a Woman of the Line of Naptbali , and of Urias the Ifrae~ 
lite . The Letter being to the following Purport: 

KNOW Thou, that my f Father having a Will to build z 
Temple to God, hath been withdrawn from the Performance 
thereof, by the continual Wars and Troubles he hath had, for 
he never took Reft before he either defeated his Enemies, or 
made them Tributaries unto him. For mine own Part, I blef$ 
God for the Peace I poffefs; and for that, by Means thereof, 
I have an Opportunity of building a Temple unto God; for he 
foretold my Father, that his Houfe flbould be built during my 
Reign: For which Reafon, I pray you fend fomeof your moft 
flcilful Men, with my Servants, to the Wood Libanus , to hew 
down Trees in that Place, as the Macedonians are more (kilfut 
in hewing knd preparing Timber than our People are, and I 
Will pay them according to your Dire&ion. 

To which Hiram , King of Tyre , replied as follows: 

THOU haft Caufe to thank God §, in that he has delivered 
thy Father’s Kingdom into thy Hands; and for this Caufe, 
fince no News can come unto me more welcome, nor any 
Office of Love more efteemed, I will accomplilh thy Requeft ; 
and when I havecaufed a great Quantity of Cedar and Cyprefs 
Wood to be hewn, I will fend itto thee by Sea, by my Servants, 
whom I will furnifh with convenient Veffels of Burthen, to

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End it may be delivered in what Part of thy Kingdom Jf 
fhall pleafe thee beft. You (hall provide us with Corn, which 
we ftand in need of, as we inhabit an Ifland. 

Solomon , in order to finifli the Temple that his Father, King 
David, had begun, fent for Mafons into divers Countries, to the 
Number of Four-fcore Thoufand, Three Thoufand of whom 
were appointed to be Matters arid Governors of his Work. 

And Hiram , King of Tyre, fent his Servants to Solomon, 
with Timber and Workmen to forward the Building of the 
Temple; and he fent Hiram Abif, a Widow’s Son, of the 
Tribe of Napthali , who was a Matter of all his Mafons, Car¬ 
vers, Engravers, and Caftors in Brafs, and other Metals that 
were ufedin the Temple ; and King Solomon confirmed all the 
Charges which King David had given to Mafons . Thus was 
*the worthy Craft of Mafonry confirmed in Jerufalem , and many 
other Kingdoms; and he firiilhed the Temple A . M. 3000. 

A. M. 343i> happened the Deftru&ion of the firft Temple 
t>f Nebuchadnezzar , after it had flood four hundred and thirty 
Years. . 

The fecond Temple began in the Reign of Cyrus, feventy 
Years after that Deftru&ion: but it being hindered, it was for¬ 
ty-fix Years in building, and was finifhed in the Reign of 
Darius, A, M. 352*2* 

A. M. 3815, in the Reign of Ptolemy and Cleopatra , Onias 
built a Jewijfh Temple in c Egypt , in a Place called Bubaftis , and 
called it by his own Name. 

The Tower of- Stratton, alias Ceefarea, was built by Herod, 
in ! Palejline , A, M. 3942; and many other curious Works of 
Marble; as the Temple of Cafar Agrippa , to his Memory, 
in a Country named Zenodoras , near Panion , A. M. 3946. 

He likewife pulled down the fecond Temple that was finifli- 
od in the Reign of Darius , and appointed one thoufand 
Carriages to draw Stone to the Place, and chofe out ten thou¬ 
sand expert Workmen to hew and mould Stone; and. pne 
thoufand he cloathed, and made them Matters and Rulers of 
the Work, and built a new Temple, A\ M • 3947, on the 
Foundation which Solomon had laid, which was not inferior to 
the firft, and was finifhed nine Years before the Birth of 
our Saviour. 

In the Year 43, after *he*Birth otChrift, Mafons firft came into 
j England , and built a Monaftry near Glqftonbury , in Somerfetjhire . 

In St. Albans Time, the King of England , who was a 
Pagan, walled in the Town that was then called Verulum . St. 
Alban was Steward of the iCing’s Houfhold, and bad the Go¬ 
vernment of .the Realm ; he loved Mafons , cherifhed them 

much. 
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much, and made their Pay right good, ftanding as the Kealii* 
did ; for he gave them two Shillings a Week, and three Pence 
to their Chear: before that Time, in Englandy a Mafon had 
but a Penny a Day and his Meat. 

He alfo gave them a Charter of the King to hold a general 
Council, and gave it the Name of an Affembly, and was 
prefent himfelf, and aflifted in making MafonSy and ga,ve them 
Charges. 

Sbon after the Martyrdon of St. Albany a certain King in¬ 
vaded the Land, and deftroyed molt of the Natives with Fire 
and Sword ; fo that the Science of Mafonry was much decayed 
until the Reign of Etbelberty King of Kent> A* D . 616, when 
Gregory the Firft, fent into Britain a Monk, and other learned 
Men, to preach the Chriftian Faith to this Nation, which aa 
yet had not fully received it. Ethelbert likewife built a Church 
at Canturburyy and dedicated it to St. Peter and St. Paul ; 

Siberty King of the Eajl Saxons , who was alfo a Mafon t 
having received the Chriftian Faith, built the Monaftry at 
Wejlminjlery A. D. 630, to the Honour of God and St. PeUr* 

A. Z). 915, Sigeberty King of the Eajl Angeky began to 
ereft the Univerfity of Cambridge. 

Atheljiane built a Monaftry at Wilton y near Salijburyy and 
another at Mitcheiney in Somerfetjhire • befides thefe, there 
Were but few Monaftries in the Realm which he did not adora 
with fome new Pieces of Building, Jewels, Books, or Por¬ 
tions of Land ; he alfo greatly enriched the Churches of 
York. 

Edwiny Brother lo .King Athelftane , took Notice of Ma* 
fons more than his Brother did; and he delighted much to 
commune and talk with them, to learn their Craft; and 
for .the Love he had to Mafom and to the Craft, he was. 
made a Mafony and obtained of the King his Brother a Char¬ 
ter and Commiifion to hold every Year an Allembly where 
they would within the Realm, and to correct within them- 
felves Faults and Trefpaffes that were committed by the Craft y 
and held an- Affembly himfelf at YorkPy and thefe he made 
Mafonsy and gave them Charges, and ordered their Rules to. 
be kept for ever after: he alfo gave them the Charter and Com- 
miffion to keep, and made an Ordinance that it (hould be re¬ 
newed from King to King; and when the Affembly was ga¬ 
thered together, he proclaimed that all old Mafon* and young,

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who had any Writing or Underftanding of the Charges and 
Manners that were made before in this Land, or in any others 
Shat they (hould bring them# And when it was proved there 
were found fome in Greeks fome in French , and fome in Eng* 
lijhy and fome in other Languages, and that they were all to 
one Intent and Purpofe* he made a Book thereof, to (hew how 
the Craft was founded ; and he ordered himfelf and commanded* 
that it (hould be read and told when any Mafon fliould be made* 
and for to give him his Charges : and from that Day until this 
Time, the Mariners of Mafons have been kept in that Form* 
as well as Men might govern it. 

Furthermore* at diverfe Aflemblies, certain Charges have 
been made by the Advice of Maflers and Fellows, to the foi* 
lowing Effe£t: 

Every Man that is a Mafoti) take right good Heed to thefe 
Charges; and if any Man find himfelf guilty in any of thole 
Charges, that he ought to pray to God for his Grace to amend} 
and efpecially you that are to be charged, take Heed that you 
may keep thefe Charges right well; for it is a great Peril for a 
Man to forfwear himfelf upon a Book. 

The firft Charge is* that you (hall be true Men to God* and 
the Holy Church, and that you ufe no Error or Herefy by your 
Underftandingor Difcretion; but be you wife difcreet Men, of 
wife Men in each Thing. 

Alfo, that you (hall be Liegemen to the King, without Trea- 
fon or any other Fallhood, and that you know no Treafon or 
Treachery, but you amend privily, if you may, or elfe warn 
the King, or his Council thereof. 

You (hall be true to one another; that is to fay, to every 
Mafon of the Craft of Mafonry , that be Mafons allowed: you 
(hall do unto them as you would they (hould do unto you. 

That you (hall keep all the Councils of your Fellows truly* 
be it in Lodge or in Chamber, and all other Councils that 
ought to be kept by Way of Brotherhood. 

No Mafon (hall be a Thief, or Thief’s Fellow, or conceal 
any fuch unjuft Adion, fo far has he may will or know. 

You (hall be true each unto other, and to the Lord or Ma¬ 
tter that you ferve, and truly to fee unto his Profit and his 
Advantage. 

You fhall call Mafons your Fellows or Brothers; and no 
foul Name. 

You fhall not take a Brother or Fellow’s Wife in Villainy; 
nor defire ungodly his Daughter, nor his Servant; nor put him 
to any Difworfhip. 

That 
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That you pay truly for your Meat and Drink, where you 
go to Board. 

You (hall do no Villainy, whereby the Craft may be (ten¬ 
dered. 

Thefe are the true Charges that belong to every Mafon to 
keep, both Mafters and Fellows. 

Here follows other Charges made for the Ufe of the 
Antient Masons. 

Firtt, That no Matter or Fellow (hall take upon him 
any Lord’s Work, nor any other Man’s Work, unlefs he 
know himfelf able and fufficient of Skill and Ability to per¬ 
form the fame, fo that the Craft have no Slander nor Dif- 
worftip thereby, but that the Lord may be well and truly 
ferved. 

That no Matter take no Work, but that he take it reafon- 
able; fo that the Lord may be well ferved with his own Good, 
and the Matter to live honeftly and to pay his Fellows. 

That no Matter nor Fellow (hall fupplant any other of their 
Work in hand ; or elfe ftand Matter of the Lord’s Work; he 
(hall not put him out, except he be incapable to finifh the 
fame. 

That no Matter or Fellow take an Apprentice but for the 
Term of Seven Years, and that the Apprentice be able of Birth, 
that is to fay, free born, and whole of Limbs as a Man ought 
to be. 

That no Matter or Fellow take no Allowance from any to 
be made Mafons> without the Aflent and Council of his Fel¬ 
lows, and that he take him for no lefs Term than five or feven 
Years; and, that he who is to be made a Mafon , be able in all 
Manner of Degrees, that is to fay, free born, come of good 
Kindred, true, and no Bondman; and alfo, that he have his 
right Limbs as a Man ought to have. 

That no Mafon take any Apprentice unlefs he have fufficient 
Occupation to fet him pn, or to fet three of his Fellows, or two 
-of them at the leaft on Work. 

That no Matter nor Fellow (hall tabt no Man’s Work to 
Tafk, that was defirous to go a Journey. 

That every Matter (hall pay to his Fellow but as they de- 
ferve, fo that he be not deceived by falfe Workmen. 

That no Mafon (lander another behind his Back, to make 
him lofe his good Name, or his wordly Goods. 

C That 
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That no Fellow within the Lodge, or without, mifanfwer 
another ungodly or reproachfully, without a reafonable Caufip. 

That every Mafon fliall reverence his Elder, and put him to 
Worfhip. 

That no Mafon (ball be a common Player at Hazard, or at 
Dice, or at any other unlawful Plays, whereby the Craft may 
be (landered. 

That no Mafon fhall ufe Letchery, nor be a Pander, H>r 
Bawd, &c. whereby the Craft may be flandered. 

That no Fellow go into the Town in the Night Time, ex¬ 
cept he have a Fellow with him that ifiay bear him Witnefs 
that he was in honeft Company. 

That every Mafter and Fellow, that have trefpafled againft 
the Craft, fliall ftand to the Award of the Matters and Fellows, 
to make them accorded if they can ; and if they may not accord 
them, then to go to the common Law* 

That no Mafter or Fellow, Make, Mould, Square, nor 
Rule, to no Leyer, nor fet no Leyer within the Lodge, nor 
without, to hew nor mould Stones. 

That every Mafon receive and cherifli ftrange Fellows, 
when they come from other Countries, and fet them to Work, 
if they will as the Manner is ; that is to fay, if they have mould 
Stones in their Place, or elfe he (hall refrefh him with Money 
unto the next Lodge. 

That every Mafon fhall truly ferve the Lord for his Pay, 
and every Mafter truly to make an End of bis Work, be it 
Tafk or Journey, if he have his Demand, and all that be 
ought to have. 

A . D. 1070. The Norman Princes gave great Encourage¬ 
ment to the Craft, as well as their Saxon and Danijh Predecef- 
fors; and particulary Gundulph Biftiop of Rochejier , and Roger 
de Montgomery Earl of Shrewjbury, and Arundel , who, about 
the Year 1090, built Wejlminjler-Hall , which was 270 Feet 
/ in length, and 74 broad. 

A . D, 1114. During the Reign of King Stephen , Mafons 
were much employed, and Gilbert de Clare , Marquis of ivw- 
broke, was their Grand Majler^ who built the Chapel of St* 
Stephen in the Palace at Wejlminjler , which is at this Time the 
Houfe of Commons; and in the Year 1357* King Edward 
the Thirds became their Patron; and all their Charges were 
new-modelled and revifed, as we are informed by an old Re* 
cord; which fays, 4C In the glorious Reign of King Edward 
44 the Third, when Lodges were many and frequent, the 
- 44 Grand'Ma/ler , with bis Wardens at the Head of the Grand- 

44 Lodge, 
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, «« Lodge, with the Confent of the Lprds of the Realm, then 
44 generally Free-Mafons , ordained : 

* 44 I. That for the future, at the Making or Admiffion of a 
44 Brother, the Conftitutions and proper Charges and Moni- 
44 tions fliould be read by the Matter or Warden: 

44 II. That Mafter-Mafons or Matters of Work, {hall be 
44 examined, if they be able of Cunning to ferve their refpec- 
44 tive Lords, as well the Higheft as theLoweft, to the Ho- 
, 4C our and Worfhip of theaforefaid Art, and to the Profit of 
44 of their Lords; for they be their Lords that employ them, 
44 and pay them for their Service and Travel: 

44 III. That when the Matter and Wardens meet in a 
44 Lodge, the Sheriff, if need be, or the Mayor or Aldermen, 
44 if a Brother, where the Chapter or Congregation is held, 
44 * (hall be made Fellow and Sociate to the Matter, in help of 
44 him againft Rebels, and for up-bearing the Rights of the 
44 Realm: 

44 IV. That Entered ’Prentices at their Making {hall be 
44 charged not to be Thieves, nor Thieves Maintained. 
44 That the Fellow-Crafts {hall travel honeftly for their Pay, 
44 and love their Fellows as themfelves, and that all (hall be 
44 true to the King of England* to the Realm, and to the Lodge: 

44 V. That if any of the Fraternity* (hall be fradious, 
44 mutinous, or difobedient to the Grand-Majler's Orders, 
44 and after proper Admonitions,*fhould perfift in his Rebellion, 
* 44 then the Lodge {hall determine againft him, that he (hall 
44 forfwear, or renounce his Mafonry , and (hall no more be 
44 of the Craft; the which if he prefume to do, he (hall be 
44 prifoned’till his Grace be Granted him and iffued : For this 
44 Caufe, principally, have thefe Congregations been ordained, 
44 that as well the Loweft as the Higheft fliould be well and 
44 truly ferved in this Art. Amen. Sp mote it be.” 

Richard II. coming to the Throne of his Grandfather, 
be employed William of Wickham , Btfhop of Whinchejler, then 
their Grand-Matter, to rebuild Wejlminjler-Hall in the Man¬ 
ner it now ftands; and alfo New-College at Oxford ; but Ri- 
•chard' being murdered, Henry IV. afeended the* Throne, and 
appointed Thomas fitz-Allen* Earl of Surry , Grand-Mafter* 
who was the Founder of Battle-Abbey* and Fotheringay ; and in 
.this Reign Mafonry was in a flourifliing State; but foon after, 
iijj the Minority of Henry VI. A. D. 1425, the Commons of 
England began ta difturb their Repofe; and in the third Year 
of his Reign the following Claufe was made in an A£t. 

44 Whereas by the yearly Congregations and Confederacies 
44 made by the Mafom in their General Affembliqs, the good 

C z 44 Courfe 
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44 Courfc and Effeft of the Statutes of Labourers be openly 
44 violated and broken, in Subverfion of the Law, and to 
44 the great Damage of all the Common^: Our Sovereign 
44 Lord the King, willing in this Cafe to provide a Remedy, 
44 by the Advice and Confent aforefaid, and at the fpecial Re- 
44 queft of the Commons, hath ordained and eftabliflied, that 
44 fuch Chapters and Congregations fhalj not be hefeafter hold* 
44 en; and if any fuch be made, they that caufe fuch Chap- 
44 ters and Congregations to be holden, and thereof convicted, 
44 it fhall be adjudged Felony: and that the other Mafons , 
44 who come to fuch Chapters and Congregations, be punifhed 
44 by Prifonmentof their Bodies, and make Fine and Ranfom 
44 at the King’s Will/' 

But this menancing Aft was never put in Force, nor were 
the Mafons in the leaft intimidated from holding their Affem- 
bli :s and Communications ; nor did they ever contrive to get it 
repealed, as they did not prefume to meddle with State-Affairs ; 
and by their own Laws they were forbid to engage in any Com¬ 
binations. 7 'bough the Craft fuffered greatly by the bloody 
Wars between the Houfes of York and Lancajler s ’till the 
Union of the two Kingdoms, when true Mafonry began again 
to dawn in this Part of the World, notwithftanding Queen 
Elizabeth was no Encourager of the Study of Arcbitediure. 
This Princefs having been told that Mafons had Secrets that 
they would not difcover, began to be jealous of their Aflem- 
blies; and, on St. John 9 s Day, A, Z>. J561, fent an armed 
Force to drfiolve their annual Communication. But Sir Thomas 
Sackville , then Grand-Majier^ fent feveral of the Queen’s 
great Officers, who Were Mafons , who making honourable 
Report of the Craft to her Majefty, (he ever after eftecmed 
them, and (hewed them many Royal Aftsof her Favour. 

When fames J. afcended the Throne Mafonry flouriOied 
more than it had ever done before, and the famous Inigo Jones 
being Grand Mafier^ thebeft Craftfmen from all Parts came to 
him, and he allowed them very good Wages, and ajfo held the 
Quarterly Communication of the Grand-Lodge , and the Annu¬ 
al General Aflembly on St. Johris Day. He was annually re- 
chofen, ’till the Year i6j8 \ when William Earl of Pembroke 
was chofe, and being approved of by the King, Inigo Jones 
was appointed Deputy Grand-Mafter \ and many eminent, 
learned, and worthy Men were admitted Brethren ; but un¬ 
happily for the Craft, the Civil War* brpke out, when tho 
Mafons met very feldono* , 

After the Restoration, Charles II. giving himfelf entirely up 
to his Pleafures (though he had been made a Mafin Abroad) 

neglected 
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'iieglefied the Society very much; however, in the Year i6dj, 
Henry Jermyn, Earl of St. Albans, was defied Grand-Mafter, 
•Sir John Denham , Deputy Grand-Mafter, Sir Chriftopher Wren , 
and Mr. John Webb, Grand-Wardens, who made the following 
{Regulations, viz . 

I. That no Perfori of what Degree foever be accepted a 
.Free-Mafon, ^nlefs in a regular Lodge, whereof one to be a 
Mafter or a Warden, in that Divifion where fuch Lodge is 
kept, and another to be a Craftfman in Mafonry. 

II. That no Perfon hereafter be accepted but fuch as,are 
able of Body, honeft in Parentage, of good Reputation, and 
an Obferver of ihe Laws of the Land. 

, III. I hat no Perfon, who (hall be accepted a Free-Mafon* 
(ball be admitted into any Lodge, until he has brought a Cer¬ 
tificate of the Time and Place of his Acceptation, from the 
Mailer of the Limit where he was made, and the Lodge kept. 
And the Mafte> (hall enrol the fame in Parchment, and (hall 
give an Account of fuch Acceptations at every General Affem- 
bly. 

IV. That every Perfon, who is now a Free-Mafon, (hall 
bring to the Mafter a Note of the Time of his Acceptation, to 
the end that it may be enrolled in fuch Priority of Place as the 
.Brother deferves; and that the whole Company and Fellows 
may the better know each other. 

V. That, for the Future, the faid Fraternity of Free-Ma - 
Jons (hall be regulated and governed by one Grand-Mafter, and 
as many Wardens as the (aid Society (hall think fit to appoint 
at every General Aflembly. 

VI. That no Perfon (hall be accepted, unlefs he be twenty- 
one Years old or upwards. 

A. D. 1666, Thomas Savage, Earl Rivers, fucceeded the 
Earl of St. Alban 9 s as Grand-Majier $ and in this Year the 
greateft Part of the City of London was confumed by Fire, fo 
that the Free-Mafom were encouraged to rebuild it agaiq, and 
the Deputy Grand-Majier, Sir Chriftopher Wren, formed a 
noble Defign, in order to render it the moil regular aud fplen- 
did City in the World; but his Defign in general proved abor¬ 
tive by the Obftinacy of fome private Perfons, who would not 
be perfwaded to part with their Properties \ though he gave us 
an elegant Specimen of his Workmanlhip, in the re-building 
St. Fours. 

A. D. 1674, George Vi liters, Duke of Buckingham, be¬ 
came Grand-Mafter ; and was fucceeded, in 1679, by Henry 

Bennet , 
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Eettiet, Earl of Arlington, who, being much engaged in State 
Affairs, could hot attend to the Welfare of the Craft} though, 
dhring his Grand-Mafterjbip, many Perfons of the hrft Dif- 
tinftibn were admitted^ 

A . D. 1685, upon the Death of the Earl of Arlington, the 
Lodges met and chofe Sir Chriftopher Wren, Grand-Mafter ; 
but at this Time particular Lodges were chiefly occafional $ Sir 
Robert Clayton had an occafional Lodge of Mailers who met at 
St. Thomas's-Hofpital in 1673. 

King William being privately made a Mafon, approved of 
the Choice of Sir Chriftopher Wren , and greatly promoted the 
Interefts of the Craft; he likewise appointed the Palace of 
Greenwich to be an Hofpital for old and difabled Seamen, and 
ordered it to be fimmed after Inigo Jones ’6 old Defign, 
A. D. 1695. 

The fame Year, Charles Duke of Richmond and Lenox was 
rhofen Grand-Mafter, at the Annual Aflembly in London , and 
approved of by King William ; and Sir Chriftopher Wren a&ed 
as his Deputy; but W&$ again made Grand-Mafter in 1698* 

In the Begining of Queen Anne's Reign Mafonry was ra¬ 
ther negle&ed, which was oecafioned through the Carelefsnefs 
of federal Matters and Wardens, in not chufing a Grand- 
Mafter for fome Years, Sir Chriftopher being by Age and bodily 
Infirmhies rendered incapable of prefiding over them. But 
after the Rebellion in the Year 1715, the Matters and War¬ 
dens of the Lodges in London , viz. at the Goofe and Gridiron, 
St. Pauls Church-yard ; the Crown, in Parker's-Lane, Drury - 
Lane*, the Apple-Tree in Charles-Street, Covent-Garden \ the 
Rummer, Channel- Row, Weftminfter, held a Quarterly Com¬ 
munication, in order to confider of a proper Perfon to prefide 
over them; and on St. John's Day, 1717, at their Annual Feaft 
chofe the oldeft Mafter Mafon from among themfelves, which 
was Mr. Anthony Sayer, who was accordingly inftalled at the 
Goofe and Gridiron. 

A* D. 1718, George Payne, Efq. was elefted in the room of 
Mr. Sayer ; and in the following Year John Theopbilus Defagu- 
tiers, F. R. S. was appointed; and after him, in 1720, Mr. 
George Payne was re-ele&ed. The Brotherhood were nowre- 
quefted to bring to the Grand-Lodge any antient Writings or 
Records, they might have in their Pofleffion that refpefted 
Mafonry, and they' were revifed and ordered to be carefully 
tranfcribed for the Ufe of the Lodges then in Being; and the 
Grand-Ma ier had the Power given him of appointing hisown 
Deputy Gr ind, and alfo his Grand-Wardens, agreeable to anti¬ 
ent Cuftom* 

A.D. 
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A.D. 1721, at the Grand-Lodge held in due land ample 
Form on Lady-day 1720, the Craft had the Satisfaction of feeing 
Mafonry flourtfh in a moft extraordinary Degree; and the then 
Grand-Mafter Payne propofed the moft Noble John Montague , 
Duke of Montague , for his Succeilor, who was accordingly 
eleCted on the twenty-fourth of June y 172I, at the J$>ueens- 
ArmSy in St. Paul's Church-yardy .when feveral noble and emi¬ 
nent Perfonages were admitted, and among the reft the prefent 
Earf of Chefterjield. Dr* Defaguliers (poke an eloquent Ora¬ 
tion in Praife of the Craft; and they then marched in Proceffion? 
to Stationer 9 s-Hall) where a grand Entertainment was pro* 
Tided; and the whole was conducted with great brotherly Love 
and Decorum. His Grace the Duke of Montague caufed fe¬ 
veral Communications to beheld, in all which he endeavoured 
to encourage the Craft: and their Conftitutions and Laws were 
collected into one Body by his Order, and printed for the Edi¬ 
fication of future Lodges. 

A* D. 1722, Philip Wharton y Duke of Wharton , was elect¬ 
ed Grand-Mafter $ his Grace was very aCtive in vifiting the 
old Lodges, and creating new ones; and many Clergymen* 
Gentlemen and Merchants gained Admiffion into this honour¬ 
able Fraternity. And from this Time to the prefent, the 
Craft has been honoured by having the firft of our Nobility at 
its Head; but in Order to gratify our Readers, who. may 
perhaps be curious to know their Names, we fhall infert them, 
in their Order, viz .

By the above noble Lift of Grand Majlers y fuch as no Age* 
Society or Nation could ever boaft to have ruled over them* 
Mafonry has been fixed on the folid Balls it now Hands. We 
have indeed omitted to mention the Names of all the worthy 
Deputy Grand Majlers y Grand Wardens and Secretaries , as it 
would only ferve to fwell out our Work beyond the Limit? 
which we intended to affign it; for which Reafon, we (hall 
haften to give an Account of other Matters, more immediately 
relative to this worthy Craft. 

In the next Place, before we proceed to (hew our Readers the 
Manner of initiating a Perfon into the firft Branch of Mafonry , 
it will be neceflary to inform him of the proper Enquiries which 
ought to be made into the Chara&er of every Candidate who 
defires to become a Member of this Honourable Fraternity; 
and this we (hall do in the Words of a worthy Brother, viz, 
Mr. Edward Oakley , at a Lodge held at the Carpenter's Arms 9 
Silver-Street , Golden-Square^ Dee. 31, 1728. 

c I muft now (fays he, at the Conclufion of his Speech) 
4 in the ftri&eft Manner, charge you to be careful and dili- 
4 gent to'enquire into the Character of fuch Perfons who (ball 
4 interceed to be admitted of this Honourable Fraternity : I 
4 therefore,, according to. my Duty, forewarn you to admit, or 
4 even to recommend to be initiated Mafons y fuch as are Wine 
4 Bibbers or Drunkards, witty Punfters on Religion of Poli- 
4 ticks, Tale-Bearers or Liars; litigious, quarrelfome, irreli- 
4 gious or profane Perfons; lewd Songfters, Perfons illiterate, 

4 and of mean Capacities; and efpecially beware of fuch who 
4 defire to gain Admittance with a felfijh View of Gain to them- 
4 (elves; all which Principles and Practices tend to theDeftruc- 
4 tion of Morality, a Burden to Civil Government, notorioufly 
4 fcandalous, and entirely repugnant to the facred Order and 
4 Conftitutions of Free and Accepted Mafons. 44 And if any 
44 fuch have already crept in amongft us, through the Negligence 
44 or Ignorance of the Watchmen upon the Walls, hard is our 
44 Lot indeed—For mod dangerous arc a Man’s Enemies, when 
44 they are of his own Houfe. 

“ Tbcfe, 
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♦ 4 Thefe, my deareft Brethren, are Thieves and Robbers, and 
44 never entered into the Sheep-Fbld by the Door, but climbed 
44 up fome other Way : Thefe make their Belly their God, and 
44 their little fordid Intereft their IdolThefe follow the 
44 Brethren as the Multitude did our great Lord for the Loaves 
44 and Fillies; and, like them, would cry Hofanna To-day, 
44 and To-morrow Crucify , Crucify 

44 Let thefe be ever excluded the Congregation of the Faith- 
44 ful; let their Names be erazed out of the Book M. and buri- 
44 ed in eternal Oblivion.” 

4 Such Perfons whom you honour with the moft antient and 
4 truly valuable Badge and Dignity of a Free and Accepted 
4 Mafon , their Character and Behaviour ought to be fuch, aj 
4 (hall not be liable to bring any Refle&ion on the Craft/ 

Another worthy Brother, the Rev. Mr. Entick , advifes hi$ 
Brethren to fuffer thofe only who are fober and temperate, to 
be admitted; 44 for,” fays he, 44 of much Wine or ftrong 
44 Drink cometh Contention, Brawling, and fometimes Blows 
44 and Bloodflied: And to prevent Difcord and Deformity iit 
44 your Lodge, and to obviate all Oppofition to Mafonry from 
44 without; beware of Wolves in Sheeps Cloathing. - Let us 
44 never be prevailed upon, by any private or felfifh Confidera- 
44 tion, to admit an unworthy Perfon to our Secrets and well- 
44 governed Society; nor to permit a reprobate falfe Brother to 
44 Continue amongft us, and to bring a bad Report upon th$ 
44 Craft*” 

From the Cautions we have now*recited, may be perceived, 
what kind of Men Free Mafons ought to be; and this alone 
one would think fufficient to filence the Clamour of the Envi¬ 
ous and Ill-natured, againft our Antient and truly Honourable 
Society. But fuch is the prefent flourifliing State of Mafonry , 
that nothing can harm us if we are Followers of that which is 
good, and adorn our Lives and Conventions with the Beauty of 
Holinefs ; if we promote Virtue, difcourage Vice, and purfue 
with Diligence and Honefty the different Callings and Ways of 
Life, in which by the Providence of God, we are placed. 

This being the State and Condition of our Crafty we (hall * 
purfue our Defign, and endeavour tp give a clear and perfect 
Account of what further relates to the Order; and in the firfl: 
Place (how you the Manner of Opening a Lodge , each Night of 
Meeting, (according to the mo^ft approved and regular Method.) 
which fignifies, that it is lawful to fpeak freely among one ano¬ 
ther of the Secrets of Mafonry .

Maf This Lodge is open, in the Name of Holy St. John* 
forbidding all Curling, Swearing, or Whifpering, and all 
profane Difcourfe whatever, under no lefs Penalty than what 
the Majority fliall think proper. 

After this he puts on his Hat, and gives three Strokes on 
the Table with a fmall wooden Mallet, the reft of the Bre¬ 
thren being uncovered. 

The Queftion being afked by the Matter, if any Perfon is in 
Waiting to be made, and being anfwered in the affirmative by 
one of the Company who had previoufly recommended Some¬ 
body tfs a proper Perfon to be admitted a Brother; the Senior 
v and Junior Warden, and an Affiitant or two, are ordered to 
go out into the Room where he is waiting, and to prepare 
him for Admiflion, in the following manner : 

They a(k him, if it is his own Defire and Choice to be made 
a Free-Mafon , and alfo his Name, Profeffion, and Place of A- 
bode; to which he anfwers; then they uncover his Right 
Knee by taking off his Garter, and unbuckling his Left Shoe, 
flip the Heel down ; or, in forrfe Lodges, put on a Slipper. 
When this is done, his Shoe and Knee Buckles, Silver Buttons, 
Rings, Breeches Buckle, (if he has one) and the Money in his 
Pockets is taken from him ; (and in fome Lodges they take the 
Buttons from the Coat, and all the Lace off; but this is not the 
general Cuftom,) he then is blinded by a Handkerchief or two 
tyed over his Eyes, and in this Situation is led into the Room ad¬ 
joining to the Lodge, where the Tyler ftands at the Door. 

While the Wardens are doing this the Brethren in the Lodge 
put every Thing in Order for his Reception ; and the Shape 
or Figure of a Lodge, i« very curioufly drawn with Chalk, 
Stone Blue and Charcoal intermixed; or with red and white 
Tape, fattened with little Nails, on the Floor,* at one End 
of the Room. At the Eaft End of this Drawing (for it ought 
to be due Eaft and Weft) ip placed an Arm-Chair, or fmall 
Table or Stool, behind which the Mafter ftands, properly 


* See the Frontifpiece to this Work, which is the exa<!ft Shape of the Drawing, 
though different Lodges vary as to the ornamental Part of it $ as that depjnos cn the 
Fancy of the Perfon who draws it. 
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cloathed ; on the Seat of the Chair, or on the Table, Is laid the 
Holy-BibIe y opened, at the Gofpel of St* John\ the other 
Officers, and all the Brethren arranging themfelves accord¬ 
ing to their Degree and Seniority; the Room is grandly il¬ 
luminated, and three large lighted Candles, in elegant carved 
Candlefticks, are put in a triangular Form one on each Side 
the Bible, and the other at the Bottom ; and in many Lodges 
fome powdered Rozin mixed with fhining Sand, is ftrewed on 
the Floor. 

The Candidate being in waiting at the Outfide blindfold, 
the Wardens, or Cortdu&ors give three Diftindt Knocks at 
the Door of the Lodge, and the Matter anfwers on the Infide 
with three Strokes, and fays, Who comes there ?” The 
Candidate then repeats after aPerfon who prompts him, One 
who begs to be received into the Fellowfhip of this Worfliip- 
ful Lodge, as many Brothers and Fellows have done before 
me.” On faying this, the Door is opened, and he is taken 
Hold of by the right and left Arm by the Wardens, and led 
three Times round the Room, being blindfold, arid brought 
tip to the Drawing on the Floor prepared as- before men¬ 
tioned for the Making, all the Brethren placing themfelves 
on the Sides in Order, properly cloathed with white Aprons* 
Gloves* &c. and the different Officers wearing round their 
7 Necks the Emblems of their Rank. 

The Matter taking his Place at the Upper End of the 
Drawing, and the Candidate Handing at the Lower End 
fronting him, clofe to the Firft Step, called the Firft Degree, 
or Entered Apprentice’s Step, the Bible being placed before 
the Matter in a large Chair, or on a finall Table, opened at 
the Gofpel of St . John, the Matter fays, “ Is it of your own 
Free Will and Choice, that you defire to become a MafonV* 
and, upon his anfwering “ It is;” the Matter fays Let him 
« fee the Light,” and the Junior Warden immediately unties 
the Handkerchief that has all along blinded him. 

He is then (hewn-how to advance, and place his Feet at 
three Steps properly fronting the Chair or Table in which the 
Bible is laid, and a Pair of Compaffes are placed againft his 
naked left Breaft, which he holds with his left Hand: his 
right Knee being bare, he kneels on a little Stool placed on 
purpofe, and the Shoe of his' left Foot is flipped down, or 
rather a Slipper is placed on his left Foot; and in this Pofturs 
one of the Wardens addreffes him to the following Purport: 

That he is now entering into a refpe&able Society ; that ic 
contains nothing contrary to Law, Religion, or Morality; nor 
is there any Thing io it uwnftftent with the Allegiance due 
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tohisMajefty, ox Mqfier % and then the Worflilpful Granfc 
Majier^ fays, (the Compares being held to the hakecT left 
Breaft of the Perfon to be made, and his right Hand laid on 
the Bible) 44 Will you promife never to difclofe, in any Man¬ 
ner whatever, the Secrets of Pree-Mafonry y except to a Bro¬ 
ther at the Lodge, and in the Prefence of the Majier i ft and, on 
his anfwering, 44 I will he repeats the following Oath after 
the Matter, which is called The Entered apprentice’s Oath : 

44 L G. F . of my own Free Will and Accord, and in the 
44 Prefence of Almighty God y * and this Right Worfhipful 
44 Lodge, dedicated to St John y do hereby and herein moil 
44 folemnly and fincerely fwear, that I will always hale, con- 
44 ceal, and never reveal any of the Secrets or Myfteries of 
44 Free-Mafonry y that £ball be delivered to me now, or at any 
44 Time hereafter, except it beto^true and lawful Brother \ or 
44 in a juft and lawful Lodge of Brothers and Fellows, him or 
i4 them whom I {hall find tobefuch, after juft Trial anddueExa- 
€t mination.—I furthermore do fwear, that I will not write it, 
44 3 1 * cut it, flint it, mark it, ftain or engrave it, or caufc 
C4 fo to be done, upon any Thing moveable or immoveable, un- 
44 der the Canopy of Heaven, whereby it may become legible or 
44 intelligible, or the lead Appearance of the Character of a 
44 Letter, whereby the fecret Art may be unlawfully obtained. 
44 All this I fwear, with a ftrong and fteady Refolution to ^er- 
44 form the fame, without any Hefitation, mental Refervation, 
44 or Self Evafion of Mind in me whatsoever, under no lefs 
44 Penalty than to have my Throat cut acrofs, my Tongue 
44 torn out by the Root, and that to be buried in the Sands of 
44 the Sea, at Low Water Mark, a Cable’s Length from the 
44 Shore, where the Tide ebbs and flows twice in Twenty- 
44 four Hours. So help me God and keep me ftedfaft in this 
4 4 my Entered Apprentice’s Obligation.” [He kijfes the Book.] 

Among the Antient Free-Mafons they ufe a Prayer, which is 
inferted in the Le&ure, but the Modern Mafons omit it, and, 
as foon as the above Obligation is finiflied, the new-mad?; 
Member is taught tht'Sign 9 Grip, and Pafs-word of an En¬ 
tered Apprentice , as follows: 

The Sign is by drawing your Right Hand acrofs edgeways % 
as the Penalty of his Obligation is, that an Entered Appren¬ 
tice would fooncr have his Throat cut, than difcover the Secrets 
of Mafonry . 

* The Form of the Oath differs in many Lodges, though this is the ftri&eft in Ufe $ 
and in fome Societies, inftead of faying, “In the Presence of Almighty (Sod,**It 
jttrns tbps, “J j>rwniff feffop CfMt Architect of th* Vniyerfc/’ 
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The Grip , is by taking the Warden or a Brother with your 
Right Hand, and preffipg hard with your Thumb-nail upon 
the firft Joiht of the Fore Finger of his Right Hand. 

The word is by whifpering in his Ear, JACHIN'. 

The Ceremony being now ended, he is defired to pay the 
ufual Fees of being made; which offering to do by putting his 
v Hand into his Pocket, he finds no Money; and this generally 
caufes a Laugh among the Brethren, as all Kind of Metal had 
been taken from him before he was admited into the Room ; 
but being now reftored, he difcharges his Fees, and an Apron 
being brought him (for which he pays a Shilling,) and a Lift of 
the Lodges, he is congratulated by his Brethren; but before 
he fits down a Mop and Pail is brought, and he is told he muft 
wafh out the Drawing on the Floor , with which he muft com¬ 
ply, to the no fmall Diverfion of the Company. In fome 
Lodges, in order, to prevent this difagreeable Part of the Cere¬ 
mony, they make Ufe of red Tape and Nails to form the Draw¬ 
ing or Figure of the Lodge, which prevents any Mark or Stain 
on the Floor, and is certainly preferable to that of Chalk. 

They now begin to take their Seats at the Table, according 
to, their Degree, and the new Member is placed, for that 
Night only, on the Right Hand of the Matter; and the Table? 
being plentifully Sored with Wine, Punch, Tobacco, Pipes,’ 
&c. the Matter drinks to the new-made Mafon> and is joined 
by the Company, all Handing up, except the new Brother, 
who fits; and the Warden inftru&s him how to return the 
Compliment in proper Form. Having filled a Bumper, he 
fays as follows: “ To the Right Worfhipful the Majler , the 
Senior and Junior Wardens, and the reft of the Officers and 
Members of this Lodge, wifhing them Succeft in all their pub^ 
lie and private Undertakings; to Mafonry in general, and this 
Lodge in particular, craving your Affiftance.” They anfwe'r,' 
We will affift you;” he then drinks his Glafs ; throws it out 
ftrait from his Mouth, and brings it back three Times, all the’ 
Company keeping the fame Motion with their empty Glafies, 
and then fet them all down together at once on the Table, 
and all clapping the Hand three Times, keeping due Time,, 
and flopping a little between every three Times, This is 
termed Firing among them. 

After they|have regaled themfelves a little Time, the Wor- 
fhipful Mafter calls to order, and fays, they muft proceed to 
inftru& their new Brother in wbat further belongs to the Crafty 
which is by Way of Catechifm, orLe&ure; the Mafter afk- 
ing theQueftions, and the Members, properly feated, making 
the Anfwers one after the other; this is termed Working ;

End of the Fellow-Craft's Lefiure, 

There are fome Mailers of Lodges who pretend to argue 
farther; particularly in the Irijh Lodges. Some will alk, Why 
. they were fquare; Why hollow; Why coftly; Why hewn 
or fawed Stones. The Reader need only compare the £th, 6 th, 
^tb, and Sth Chapters of the Firft Book of Kings; and the 
2 d, 3 d, and 4 th of the Second Book of Chronicles , and he wiU 
find all the Reafons ever ufed t 

This Le£ture is always clofed with the fellow-Craft’s Song, 
inferted at the End of the Book; and by this'Time it is per¬ 
haps between Ten and Eleven at Night; when the Mailer 
orders the Lodge to be (hut, which is performed in the fame 
planner as that of opening it. The Senior Warden Hands 
tip and declares, 

“ It is our* Right Worlhipful Mailer’s Will and Pleafure 

that this Lodge Hands clofed ’till the Firft, Second, or 
ic Third Day (mentioning the Day of the Week) in the next 

Month.” 

The Mailer, Wardens,Deacons, Secretary, and all the Officers 
and Brethren take off their Jewels from their Necks, and each 
Member may go or ftwas he thinks proper; nothing of Ma- 
fonry mull be mentioned during the Remainder of the Night; 
and it fometimes happens* that after the Lodge is clofed, fome 
Member, being warmed with the Juice of the Grape, thinks 
he may difpenfe with the Laws of Decency, and indulge him- 
felf with an obfeene Song; but though it is a Maxim pretty 
generally received, that good Singers lhould be free from all 
Reilridlions, yet the better Sort of Free-Mafons have not a- 
dopted it, though they do not exclude gay and joyous Songs 
after the Lodge is ihut. 

In all Companies it is looked upon as a Breach of Politenefs 
to whifper, but it is generally oonfidered only as a Breach of 
Politenefs; by Free-Mafons it is looked upon as a Crime, which 
is often puniftied with greater or lefs Severity, as the offending 
Party may or may not be elevated with Liquor, 

The next Degree in Afafonry to the Fellow-Craft is that of 
Mailer ; which we (hall give a Relation of in the bell Manner 
poffib!e,a$ the Cuftpoi varies greatly in different Lodges.-r-The 
Drawing on the Floor is more grand, and finely decorated 
en?blenyatic4 Figures.

and receive Matter’s Wages; but twelve of thefe Crafts re¬ 
canted, and the other three were refolved to carry it on j their 
Names were Jubela , Jubelo , and Jubelum , who knew it was 
always Hiram s Cuttom at high Twelve at Noon, when the 
Men were called off to Refrefhment, to go into the Sanftum 
Santtorum, to pay his Adoration to the true and living God: 
Thefe Ruffians.placed themfelves at the three Entrances of the 
Temple, viz . at the Weft, the South, and Eaft Doors. 

At the North Door there was no Entrance, becaufe the Sun 
darted no Rays from thence t thus they waited till he had 
finifhed his Prayer to the Lord , to extort the Word and Grip 
as he came out, or his Life* ; and Hiram came to the Eaft 
Door, and Jubela demanded the Matter’s Word ; but Hiram 
told him he mutt wait, and Time and a little Patience would 
bring him to it; and that it was not in his Power to deliver it 
alone, except Three were together, viz. Solomon King of Ifrael ; 
Hiram King of Tyre; and himfelf. Being diffatisfied with this 
Anfwer, he (truck him acrofs the Throat with a Twenty-four 
Inch Gauge: Hiram Abiff fled from thence to the South 
Door, where he thought to have made his Efcape; but he was

but he was accofted in the fame Manner by Jebulum> to virhom 
he made the fame Reply as to the two former; but he.not being 
fatisfied therewith, gave him a more violent Blow than any of 
the others, with a common Gavel, or Setting Maul, upon his 
Head, which killed him on the Spot. After this they carried 
him out at the Weft Door, and hid him in a Heap of Rubbilh 
till Twelve at Night, when they found Means to bury him on 
the Side of a Hill, Six Foot Eaft and Weft, and Six Foot per¬ 
pendicular*.

A. He faid I reprefented one of the greateft Men in the 
World, our Grand Matter Hiram , lying dead.

« Our Mafter Hiram not Goming to view the Workmen as 
' ufual. King Solomon caufed ftridt Enquiry to be made ; but this 
proving ineffe&ual, he was fuppofed to be dead. The twelve 
Fellow-Crafts who had recanted, hearing the Report, went 
to Solomon with white Aprons and Gloves, as Emblems of their 
Innocence, and informed him of every Thing relative to the 
Affair, as far as they knew ; and offered their Affiftance in 
order to difcover the three Fellow-Crafts, who had difappeared. 
They feparated themfelves into four Parties; three went Eaft, 
three Weft, three North, and three South, in Queft of the 
'Murderers. One of the twelve travelling on the Sea fide, near - 
Joppa , being fatigued, fat down to refrefli himfelf; but was 
foon alarmed by the following hideous Exclamations from the

The Sentence palled op them was the faipe $$ 
they expiefled in their Exclamation in the Cliff; Juhzlcfs 
Throat was cut acrofs; Jubelo's Heart was torn from under his 
J^eft Breaft ; and Jubelum's Body was fevered in twQ f and 
fcattered in the South and North. 

After their Execution, King Solomon fent the twelve Crafts 
to raife their Mafter Hiram , in order that he might be interred 
in the Sanftum Sanfiorum. And Solomon told them, that if they 
Could not find a Key-word/in him, or about him, it was loft; 
for there were but three in the World that kueyv it, and if 
never could be dilivered without the three were together; 
therefore, as one was dead, it was loft. But the firft Sign and 
Word tha£ was made and fpoke at his railing, fhopld be bis 
ever after. The twelve Crafts went and cleared the Rubbifh, 
and found their Mafter in a madgled Condition, having lain 
fifteen Days; upon which they lifted up their Hands above 
their Heads in aftonifliment, and faid 0 Lord my God! This 
being the firft Word and fign. King Solomon adopted it a$ the 
grand Sign of a Mafar Mqjon , and it is ufed at this Day in aU 
the Lodges of Mafters. '

The Grand Mafter (hould be prefent at the confecrating a 
new Lodge* with his Deputy, Wardens, &c. but it is more 
common now to do it by his Deputy. Though, if the Deputy 
isabfent, the Grand Wardens may perform the Ceremony. 

The Lodge being opened, the new Mafter and Wardens 
being among the Fellow-Crafts, the Grand Mafter a(ks his 
Deputy, if he has examined them, and whether be finds them 
duly inftrufted in the Myfteries of the Order; and, on the De¬ 
puty’s anfwering in the affirmative, the Candidate is taken 
from among his Fellows, and prefented to the Grand Mafter 
by the Deputy, who fays, 44 Right Worlhipful Grand Mafter, 
44 the Brethren attending here, defire to be formed into & Re- 
44 gular Lodge ; and accordingly I prefent this worthy Brother 
44 [mentioning his Name] to be inftalled their Mafter, as I 
44 have good Reafon to believe him to be true and trufty, and 
44 he will be an Honour to the Fraternity.” 

The Candidate is then placed on the Grand Matter’s Left 
Hand, and, having had the; unanimous Confent of all the Bre- 
thren, the Grand Mafter fayS, 

44 1 conftitute and form thefe good Brethren, into a New 
44 and Regular Lodge, and appoint you [mentioning his 
44 Chriftian and Sirname] Mafter of it, not in the leaft doubt- 
44 ing of your Capacity and Care to preferve the Credit and 
44 Character of your Lodge.” 

Then the Deputy gives him the Charges, and Orders belong¬ 
ing to a Mafter, and afks if he will fubmit to the faid Charges, 
as all Matters have done before him : he anfwers, 44 1 will by 
your help”; and then he takes the following Oath, which is 
given to every new Mafter annually, on their Knees. 

44 T —<?, F, of my own free Will and Confent, in the Pre- 
44 *■* fence of Almighty God and this right Woiihipful Lodge, 
44 dedicated to St. Jobn y do moft foiemnly and fincerely fwear, 
44 that I will not deliver the Word and Grip belonging to the

is then raifed* up, and prefented with his Warrants, the Book 
of Conftitutions, the Lodge-Book, and the Inftruments of 
his Office. 

Then the Members of this new Lodge with their Matter, 
make their Obedience to the Grand Matter, or whoever offi¬ 
ciates in his Abfence, return Thanks in a very refpeftful Man¬ 
ner, and promife Obedience to the Grand. 

The Grand Matter then bids the new Matter enter upon 
the Duties of his Office, which he does by prefenting his Se¬ 
nior Warden for his Worlhip’s Approbation; and upon this the 
Senior Grand Warden gives him his Charges, and the Inttru- 
ments of his Office, and inftals him in his proper Place. 

The new Matter then nominates his Junior Warden, and he 
is alfo prefented to the Junior Grand Warden, and receives his 
Charges, the Enfigns of his Office, and is inftalled* 

When this is done, the Grand Matter congratulates the Bre¬ 
thren of the new Lodge, and gives them Joy of their Matter 
and Wardens, recommending Harmony, and hoping they Will 
. ufe their utmoft Endeavours in the Cultivation of the Royal 
Art, and the focial Virtues. Then the Grand Secretary, or 
whoever is ordered by the Grand Matter, proclaims the Lodge 
duly conftituted, and gives them the Number of the Lodge, 
and orders it to be regiftered in the Grand Lodge Book, and 
to notify the fame to all the other Lodges* As foon as they 
have received and returned the ufual Demonftrations of Satis¬ 
faction and Joy on the above Account, the Grand Matter or¬ 
ders the Senior Grand Warden to clofe the Lodge.

The Mqflefs Clap. Hold both your Hands Over your Head, 
and then ftrikfe them upon tout Apron $ both Feet mtfft keep 
Time upon the Floor, fluking the Floors by ftamprhg with 
your Feet as much as poffible. There are two Reafons for this 
Sign. lit. When the Crafts faw their Grand Matter Mirant lye 
dead, they lifted up both their Hands in great Smprize, arid 
exclaimed, a O Lord my God!" 2d. When Sohttutn dedicated 
the Temple to the Lbrd> he flood Up, arid, lifting both his 
Hands over his Head, faid, u O Lord my God, great art Thou 
u above all Gods; for this Hour will I adore thy Name.

The Fellow-Craft's Clap. Form the Sign of the Craft, by 
holding the Left Hand quite ftjuare and upright; and clap 
your Right and Left Hands together; ttrikeyour Left Breatt 
With the Right Hand, and then give a Clap with the fame 
Hand on your Apron, keeping due Time with your Right 
Foot. 

Entered apprentices have no Clop belonging to their Degree. 

Manner of Drinking among Mafons in a Ledge. 

P' VERY Member is at Liberty to chufe his own Liquor; 
^ and he may even drink as often as he pleafes, provided. 
When a Public Health or Toaft is given, that he joins the 
Company. At different Parts of the Evening, when the 
Matter Chufes to propofe a Public Toaft* he fills his Glafs, and 
defires the Senior and Junior Wardens to fee the fame is done 
at their refpe&ive Parts of the Table; then the Matter 'gets up 
and fays, 

u Brethren, are you all charged ? . > ‘ - 

The 
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The Setjioi and Junior Wardens anf^ib . . - 
« We are all charged in the South ?nd Weft, Right Wor-r 
^fhiprtaK" 

Then all (tending up, they tofs their Qlafles off, obferving 
the Motion of the Matter; and if the Health or Toaft wa$, 
pippofed with Three Tin»e$ Three, they throw their Right 
Hand with the empty Glafles quite from their Breafts, and 
draw them three Timet acrofe the Throat; then at three. 
Motions they are put on the Table again, all at once, and 
raifing their Hands as high as the Breaft, give nine Claps a- 
gainft each other,, flopping a Moment at every Third, and, 
finifhing fometimes with a Huzza. 

A Free Mafon may be known in any Company by a Brother*, 
without a Stranger’s being privy to it; and likewife what De¬ 
gree he belongs to, as follows, viz. 

If he takes his Glafs or Pot, and draws it acrofs his Throat 
either before or after he drinks, he i$ an Entered Apprentice , as. 
by the Obligation he took when made, the Penalty of it was, 
that he would fooner have his Throat cut acrofs, than dif*. 
cover any Thing of Mafonry. 

By drawing the Glafs acrofs his Left Breaft, and touching 
it, proves him a Fellow-Craft \ the Penalty of his Obligation, 
being this, that he would fogner have his Heart torn from under 
his Left Breaft, and given to the Birds of the Air as a Prey, 
than difeover any part of Mafonry. 

If he draws it aejafs his Belly, he is a Maflery the Penalty 
of his Obligation being this, That he would fooner have hi$ 
Body fevered in Two; one Part carried into the South, and 
the other to the North, and his Bowels tp be burnt in the South 
and North, than difcovef any Part of Mafonry.
